UAE DALLY COMMENTS ON PLO DECISLON TO CLOSE LEBANON OFFICES

{Untitled editorial] 


[Text] The Palestinian resistance's decision to close its offices in 
Beirut and execute transgressors and deviants has come at the right time. 
In the past few days a number of positive developments have emerged in 
Lebanon that give rise to the hope of reaching some kind of national 
reconciliation and ending the tragedy the Lebanese and Palestinians have 
been experiencing for the past 5 years. 


The plan to deal with transgressions that distort the Palestinian revolu- 
tion's image is a product of the resolutions adopted by Fatah's General 
Congress held in Damascus last month. The plan was necessary, particu- 
larly in view of the confusion on the Lebanese scene. Many transgressions 
have been attributed to members of the Palestinian resistance--whoever the 
armed culprits way be, and there are many in Lebanon--in an attempt to 
distort its image and reputation. 


The Palestinian resistance made this decision, which went as far as to 
execute transgressors and those who deviated from the revolution's line, 
and closed its offices. Circumstances had forced it to open these offices 
outside Palestinian refugee camps, believing that chese offices were 
being exploited either by those who were in the camps or by hostile 
parties who were provoking problems in an attempt to accuse the Palestir- 
ian resistance of trying to control and settle some parts of Lebanon. 
These parties wanted to instigate the Lebanese against the Palestinian 
resistance and shatter the cohesion between the Lebanese and Palestinian 
peoples that had been clearly demonstrated during the past years, under- 
mine the Palestinian resistance and then remove it as a factor from the 
calculations of those who are trying to impose the Camp David solutions. 


There is no doubt that this decision by the Palestinian resistance will 
be approved by both Palestinian and Lebanese circles. This is because 
it ends many of the problems that have harmed both sides and exposes 

those who operate under the guise of the Lebanese national movement and 














Palestinian resistance in an attempt to divide the ranks and fragment 
Lebanese~Palestinian unity. 


It ie true that the Palestinian resistance's decision is not new; it ie 
the second of its kind in a year. Nevertheless, the latest decision 
appears to be a serious one, It has been implemented in Sidon, Tyre and 
other areas. Moreover, the circumstances that hampered its ‘mplementa~- 
tion in the past are somewhat different from present circumstances.

ISLAMIC FOREIGN MINISTERS CONFERENCE ON ISRAEL STILL SEEKS VENUE

ters Conference on Schedule" ] 


[Text] AL-RA'I AL~'AMM has learned that the PLO wiil exert intensive 
efforts to convene the Islamic foreign ministers conference in Jiddah on 
9 July after Saudi Arabia declined to host the conference because of the 
imminence of the month of Ramadan. 


Political sources said that some of the Arab countries believe that 
“nothing new has developed to warrant the holding of an Islamic confer- 
ence to be attended by 42 ministers when only 2 months have passed since 
the last conference was held.” 


The sources said that the subject will be clarified during the current 
contacts between the Arab and Islamic states in the light of the outcome 
of the Security Council meeting on Jerusalem. 


Meanwhile, Qasim al-Zuhayri, assistant secretary general of the Islamic 
Congress, said in a statement published in the Saudi newspaper AL-JAZIRAH 
yesterday that 28 countries have so far agreed to attend the extraordinary 
meeting of Islamic foreign ministers “but no venue for the meeting has 
yet been fixed because none of the countries are hosting it in view of 
the fact that it is being convened in special circumstances." But he 
indicated that the venue of the conference might be fixed within the 

next 48 hours. 


He also indicated that the conference might be held in Jiddah, on the 
grounds that it is the Islamic Congress headquarters, despite the special 
circumstances in Saudi Arabia due to the large number of official visits 
that usually precede the month of Ramadan. 


Al-Zuhayri said that the conference will be held at PLO Executive Committee 
Chairman Yasir ‘Arafat's request in order to discuss Israeli attacks against 
the Palestinian people in the occupied territories. The conference wiil 
discuss the Zionist entity's expansionist policy aimed at evicting Pales- 
tinians from their land and measures to deter and stop this Zionist policy.

With the implem- 
entation of first five year 
development plan some 
1,200,000 peopie, represen- 
ting 80 per cent city dwe- 
llers in Kabul will have 
potable water. 

Stating the above in an 
interview with the repor- 
ter of the Kabul New Ti- 
mes, Eng. Abdul Satar Or- 
iva. President of Water 
Supply and Sewage Enter- 
prise, Public Works Mini- 
strv, said: Since its estab- 
lishment this department 
has expanded the scope of 
its activities in the densely 
populated cities. In addi- 
tion to Kabul water supp- 
lv networks have been 
established in the provin- 
cial centres of Kandahar, 
Herat. Mazari Sharif. Jal- 
alabad, Ghazni and Lagh- 
man. The first phase of 
the above mentioned proje- 
cts has already been com- 
pleted and presently some 
£00.000 people in Kabul 
and 220,000 people in the 
provinces benefit from po- 
table water. 

A total of 10 water sup- 
ply projects, with varying 
capacities, are undertaken 


under the working progra- 
mme of 1359, and they are 
as follow: 

~The Logar river bed 
water supply project with 
34. 560 cubic metre capa- 
city and 100 kms_ length. 
The project is to supply 
water for inhabitants of 
residential areas of Savy- 
ed Noor Mohammad Shah 
Mena, Khair Khana Mena. 
Wazir Akbar Khan. Shash- 
darak and old city. 

The preliminary studi- 
es of the projects began in 
1972 as part of Kabyl wa- 
ter srvoplv master | plan 
and the final engineering 
studies began in 1975. The 
detailed construction desi- 
gns of the networks instal- 
lations were completed in 
two vears. The constructi- 
on of the project began by 
Banavee Construction Un- 
it in 1978 under an agree- 
ment and it is progressing 
under the supervision of 
related engineers. 


The sinking of ten deep 
wells, each with a capaci- 
ty of 40 liters water per 
second has been comple- 
ted. Construction of ten

Its construction wo- 
rk is being carried out by 
Afghan Construction Unit. 
Ihe Afshar project is one 
of the biggest of its kind 
in Kabul where sinking ot 
six deep wells, digging of 
reservoir, with capacity of 
holding 10,000 cubic metre 
water, located in Baghi 
Bala, have been complet- 
ed. Soon the construction 
work of reservoir will 
begin.

Some work of 
the project such as sinki- 
ng of a deep well, constru- 
ection of a reservoir and 
estcns on of nine kms pipe- 
line is completed, howev- 
er due to scarcity of subs- 
tervanean water and de- 
lav i © carrying out of city 
project, has caused the 
postponement of the pro- 
ject. 

The Mazari Sharif wa- 
ter supply project with 7, 
000 cubic metres capacity 
and $1 kms length is und- 
er construction. So far 73 
taps are installed to distri- 
bute water to residential 
houses and organisations. 

Under the Herat water 
supoly project, 36 kms pi- 
peline is extended, and 70 
per cent construction wo- 
rk of a reservoir with |, 0- 
00 cubic metre capacity is 
completed. For distributi- 
on of water for Herat inh- 
abitants 1,100 taps are in- 
stalled. 


In Kandahar in addition 
to distributing water th- 
rough 554 taps for residen- 
tial houses and organisati- 
ons 6.2 kms pipeline is 
extended. 


The Laghman water su- 
pply project is also suppl- 
ving water to the local re- 
sident through 50 taps. 

The total investment in 
water supply projects du- 
ring the five year plan pe- 
riod will amount to a total 
of Afs. 1,695, 237, 000 to 
be financed from state de- 
velopmental budget.

EX-VICE PREMIER ABDUL SAMAD HAMED INTERVIEWED LN PAKISTAN 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 21 Jun 60 p 4

[Text] Islamabad--The new rulers of Afghanistan have 
not entirely succeeded in eradicating the old elite. 

A few members of the former ruling class have man- 

aged to get away, among them former Vice Premier Abdul 
Samad Hamed whom we met in exile in the capital of 
Pakistan. Dr Hamed fled from Afghanistan in March this 
year after living through an extended period of impris- 
omment and torture. 


The 50-year-old Afghan is a well-educated academician who held many 

high official posts during the time when King Zahir Shah was in power-- 
among other things he has held several ministerial posts, been provincial 
governor, presided over Kabul University and served as legal adviser to 
the government. He is a lawyer by profession with a doctorate from 
Bern, Switzerland, and he speaks perfect German as a legacy of the time 
he spent there. We had the impression that we were meeting a wise and 
serious man who regarded his political life as a thing of the past. 


From November 1978 to this January Dr Hamed sat in the infamous Pole- 
charki Jail in Kabul, the place where everyone who is or has been impor- 
tant in Afghanistan comes together. His stay there began with 5 days 
of interrogation by the Ministry of Internal Affairs. He was accused 
of having taken part in a conspiracy against the government. The real 
reason was more probably that the regime wanted to remove all elements 
that might provide leadership for a resistance movement, Dr Hamed said. 


“I was tortured every night at the Ministry of Internal Affairs,” he 
told us. “I was given electric shocks through electric wires fastened to 
my fingertips and | was beaten. Others were treated even worse, they 
received electric shocks to the rectum and sexual organs and they were 
whipped. In jail later on I saw several people who bled for as long as 








several months from the treatment they had received, There was a lot 
of torture in the jail too, but | escaped most of that, 


“While L was being tortured they tried to get me to sign a confession 
to crimes | had supposedly committed, They threatened to seize my 
family if L didn’t sign. 


"Lt was the Afghan supporters of the communist regime who tortured me, 
I didn't see the Russians. But there was much speculation about this, 
After ‘! or 4 minutes of torture the people left the room for a while, 

Many of us believed they left to get instructions from Russian or East 
German advisers in an adjoining room; there were many East German ad- 

visers to the police, 





"I was tortured every night,” said Afghanistan's former vice premier, 
Dr Abdul Samad Hamed, who fled to Pakistan.

Dr Hamed grew a beard and dressed as a tribesman in order to get out of 
Afghanistan, 


"In prison I was placed in a single cell, 2 meters square, which I was 
allowed to leave twice a day. it was forbidden to talk to others. In 
some cells there were two or three men and in some there were os many 
as 100 and | envied them because it increased their opportunities for 
making contacts, Of course letters and visits were banned and we were 
not allowed to read and write, even the Koran was prohibited, One 
bright spot was that they mostly used Afghan soldiers as guards and 
many of them were cooperative enough to smuggle in letters or get in- 
formation out to people in town. 


“There could be as many as 13-14,000 people in Polecharki Jail at one 
time, but the turnover was great because so many were executed. There 
were executions every single night. We never knew which of us they 
would come for. It could be anyone. Night after night one sat there, 
wondering when it would be one's own turn. I estimate that between 
7000 and 10,000 people must have been executed in that jail since the 
communist coup in 1976," 


Who ended up behind bars? 


“Right after the coup it was mainly members of the royal family, high- 
ranking officers and the like. But that was only the beginning. At 
the time | came there the jail represented a cross section of Afghani- 
stan. Rich and poor, city dwellers and peasants, intellectuals, reli- 
gious figures, political leaders, officers and soldiers, every back- 
ground you can imagine.” 








Dy Hamed was released on 11 January a8 part of an amnesty proclaimed by 
President Babrak Karmal at a time when « number of foreign journalists 
had come to Kabul, After that he started preparing for his departure 
from the country immediately, “Ll avoided contact with other people in 
order not to jeopardise my plans, | said L wae sick, | let my beard 
grow to change my appearance, kept moving around and at times Lived 
apart from my family, My family and L left Kabul individually and clad 
as tribesmen from the hills we managed to get over into Pakistan,” 


De Hamed left political life im 1972, the year before the king was over- 
thrown by his own cousin, Daoud, “One of the reasons 1 left was that 

1 could see the dangers lying ahead without having the determination to 
take my own precautions against them,” he said, 


Daoud, who ruled for 5 years in the interval between the fall of the 
monarchy and the communist power takeover, was a Trojan horse for the 
communists. He didn't realize he was being used by them but his coup 
against the monarchy destroyed methods of ruling the country completely. 


We asked Dr Hamed as « representative of those in a leading position 
under the monarchy about the policy pursued then, 


Why did Afghanistan allow itself to become so closely involved with the 
Soviet Union in the 1950's and 1960's? Why were so many students given 
permission to be educated--and indoctrinated--in Moscow and why wes the 
Soviet Union allowed to play such a dominant role in the country under 
the cover of aiding a developing nation? Didn't that lead the Soviet 
Union to start regarding Afghanistan as part of its power sphere? 


“With hindsight one could wish that many things had been done different- 
ly,” he answered, “Originally our Land was a neutral zone between Brit- 
ish India and the Soviet Union. When the British withdrew in 1947 the 
balance of power shifted, We lay there with a long mutual border with 
one superpower and far away from the other one, shut off from the sea. 
We had « long period of strained relations with Pakistan, the state that 
followed the British rule, due to border disputes. 


“Por us modernization of the country was an urgent matter. As you know 
Afghanistan is a very backward nation. The Soviet Union was very inter- 
ested in giving us aid. Agreements were signed on closer cooperation 
between the two lands with the express condition that each would respect 
the other's social system and that Afghanistan's absolute neutrality 
between the power blocks would be maintained. 


“At the same time we tried as hard as we could to create balance. We 
not only sent students to the Soviet Union, we sent as many as possible 
to the West. Russian was not taught as a major language in our schools. 
We were very conscious of the danger involved in associating ourselves 
too closely with them. We deliberately tried to keep cooperation with 
them on a clearly limited technical level. There was nothing we wanted 
more than to have as much development assistance from the West as pos- 
sible. But as things worked out in many areas the Soviet Union was 

our nearest and most willing contact,” the former vice premier con- 
ceded.

CIRCUMSTANCES OF QASHQA'I ARREST DETAILED 
Guards Explain Arrest 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 10 June 80 p 16 


/ Text_/ We had an interview by telephone with an official of the Guards 
Corps concerning the arrest of Khosrov Qashqa'i. The brother Guards Corps 
vificial explained in this interview the circumstances surrounding the ar- 
rest of Khoerey Qashqa'i which you may read below: 


Q = Did you have an arrest warrant? 


A - Yes. Our warrant was based on 4 warrant that Mr Khamenehi had received 
from Mr Qadusi and that had been placed at the disposal of one of the Corps 
officials. We took action on the basis of that warrant. 


Q - Considering the tense situation in the country, why was he arrested? 


A - After the announcement of his credentials, which were read by Mr Fuad 
Akrimi, the reporter of the Second Branch, and which were endorsed by voice 
vote of the representatives, we thought that perhaps this matter might be 
displeasing to Oashqa'i, himself, and that he might embark on rash action. 
Therefore, in view of the documents and evidence that we had obtained some 
time ago through the students following the Imam's policy and the National 
Document ition Center, we called at his home and summoned him to the Guards 
Corps b idquarters for some explanations. 





2 - How )as He Arrested? 





A - Just as we said, we did not arrest him; rather, we very respectfully 
called at his home and, after showing him the warrant, we asked him to come 
to the Corps Headquarters. We did not even enter his home; we waited out- 
side until he emerged from his home and entered his own automobile. En route 
he picked up one of his colleagues and, since this action appeared suspicious, 
we asked him to transfer to our automobile. He did so, and we treated him so 
respectfully that we did not even search him. After he entered our automobile, 
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we wet off for the Guards Corps Staff Headquartera. Along the way, Mr Qashqa'i 
placed a gun at the cemple of one of our brothers and said, "You will go 
where L tell you to go." Our brother turned his head quickly, and Qashqa'i 
fired. As a result, a bullet entered the back of our brother's neck and 
emerged from the front and struck and shattered the car window. Qashqa'i 
started to fire again, but that same brother guardsman, with remarkable 
dexterity, disarmed him and threw the gun away. Then the people gathered, and 
when they saw that one of our brothers had been shot and was bleeding from 
the throat, they attacked Mr Qashqa'i, beating and wounding him. Another one 
of the brother guardsmen immediately rescued him from the clutches of the 
people and quickly moved him toward the Staff Headquarters. He was also 
accorded every courtesy at the Staff Headquarters, and this courtesy prevailed 
during hie interrogation, and, if he denies that fact, we are willing to 
place the interrogation documents at the disposal of the press. 


Q = Considering the opposition to his arrest, was the evidence that you had 
sufficient to warrant his arrest? 


A = Yes. There is evidence that he received millions of rials from SAVAK, or 
money was deposited in his European bank accounts (he received 9,000 Marks 
per month through the SAVAK post in Germany). There is also evidence about 
the Embassy and, if necessary, the evidence will be shown to the noble people 
of tran. 


Q = When did his tie with SAVAK begin? 


A = In the year 1346 / 21 March 1967-20 March 1968 7.

/ Text _/ According to the KEYHAN correspondent in Shiraz, the situation is 
relatively quiet, but some individuals have not yet left the trenches in some 
of the obscure byroads. 


Ayatollah Rabani Shirazi, the Imam's representative in Fars, told KEYHAN: 
"Il sent a representative to Firuzabad,along with the representatives of the 
Governor General's office and the gendarmerie, to hold talks with the re- 
presentatives of the tribes, the people, and the Guards. God willing, this 
problem will be settled." He added, “Yesterday, too, information arrived 
that a clash had taken place between two groups in the Abadeh area, but it 
was not related to the Firuzabad problem. Hojatcleslami Sheikh Yahya Falsefi 
went there as my representative along with the Governor General's repre- 
sentative." Colonel Safa, Commander of the Fars District Gendarmerie, told 
our correspondent, “Peace reigns throughout the area; no fighting was ob- 
served last night. We do not have any reports concerning disorder and in- 
security throughout the area, especially in Fars. The gendarmerie posts are 
maintaining the necessary full readiness." 
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Ayatollah Sheikh Baheddin Mahalati, in two separate telegrams addressed to 
Mohammed Naser Qashqa'i and Khosrov Qashqa'i, expressed regret about the 
incidents in the Firugabad area, He said in these telegrams: "Throughout 
their history, the Qashqa'i Tribe and the other tribes always have struggled 
for national independence and honor and for service to Islam; now, too, they 


are expected to strive, with patience and fortitude, to preserve the peace in 
the area." 


The hope was expressed in these telegrams that the beloved country of Iran, 
the true Islam, and the revolution of the noble people of Iran would be 
saved (rom the hatred of enemies and unruly subversives.

KORDESTAN GOVERNOR GENERAL REPORTS RETURN TO NORMAL LIFE 
LD301738 Tehran Domestic Service in Persian 1630 GMT 30 Jun 80 


[Text] In an interview with a PARS News Agency correspondent today 

Dr Mehrasa, governor general of Kordestan, stated that all regions in 
Kordestan except for a few villages have been fully purged of insurgents 
and normal life has been resumed. He added that in these villages, 
located in Uramanat between Saqqez and Marivan illegal armed elements are 
either surrendering or are being driven out by the people. The Kordestan 
governor general said that 25 days ago Sanandaj become the first town in 
which the local people resumed their normal life. 


At the moment there is no food shortage in Sanandaj but this problem does 
exist elsewhere and fcod supplies are being regularly sent to all regions 
as security is established. 


Regarding the shortage of fuel, he said measures have also been taken in 
this regard as well as at the town's security council session it was 
decided to ask the capital to send kerosene and fuel oil regularly and 

in adequate quantities. The governor general added that the shortage is 
mainly in the supply of motor oil and tar for road surface work. He said: 
I hope officials concerned will take measures to alleviate the shortages 
as soon as possible. 


Referring to the completely normel situation existing in the towns of 
Qorveh, Bijer, Saqqez and Baneh, he said the Saqqez hospital has resumed 
work and suffers from certai: shortages, particularly with regard to 
technical personnel, and he hopes the Health and Welfare Ministry will 
look into this. 


As for the mopping up operations in Marivan town and its two communication 
roads Dr Mehrasa said that last week, when a column of armed forces arrived 
in the town, foodstuffs and fuel were also sent for the people, which were 
immediately put at the disposal of the people once the town was cleaned up. 
The committee for compensation of losses suffered by the citizens of 
Sanandaj has so far been able to pay compensation to 50 percent of those 
whose homes or shops were damaged. He said: We shall soon set up producer 
cooperative companies in the province. 


The governor general of Kordestan criticized the plan and budget organiza- 


tion and the Ministry of Finance for not having yet paid out the credit 
allocated for Kordestan.

Education Ministry envoy sent to the Kordestan region has dissolved the 

education department of Kordestan Province. The decision was announced 

through the release of a statement. 


The statement, quoting the Qoran, says that to excite sedition is worse 
than killing. It is obvious that colonial powers cannot continue their 
plunder without destroying Islamic culture. Therefore, they have no 
choice but to destroy the culture. Yet this culture will not decay by 
itself from within unless the servants of the aliens, whose meat and blood 
are fed by the aliens, embark on a propaganda campaign based on the 
ideology of east and west. In the dear Kordestan, ostentatious groups 

and servants of imperialism have done so. 


We, the Education Ministry mission dispatched to Kordestan, at the time 
of our arrival in Sanandaj and through our meetings with various people 
and the oppressed ones, have come to understand the climate that is 
governing the educational aspects of Kordestan and have come to the con- 
clusion that to continue the task of education at the current level was 
in no way possible. In fact, we felt that to try to continue it was 
equivalent to trampling on the blood of the martyrs. 


Finally, the mission, following days and hours of talks, decided upon 
the following: 


Further to the decision to d'ssolve the education department of Kordestan, 
from 22 June all educational staff and personnel of Kordestan Province, 
except the staff and personnel of Ghorveh and Bijar, are suspended.

Priority will obviously be given to the former 
committed and dedicated Muslim teachers, and their record of service will 
be taken into consideration, 


The new employment codes have been prepared and the relevant application 
forms have been made available to Kordestan's educational department. 

lt is necessary to point out that these applications will be made avail- 
able to the former education cadre of Sanandaj and area of Kamyaran. The 
date for the availability cf these new applications to the former education 
cadres of other Kordestan cities will be announced later, 


It is necessary for those who intend to offer their services in education 
once again to call the education departments in Sanandaj and Kamyaran 

after next Monday. The duly completed applications ought to be submitted 
at the latest by 11 July to the Sanandaj and Kamyaran education departments 
through the registered post. It is obvious that incomplete applications 
or those being posted after the deadline will not be considered,

Gendarmerie forces conducting mopping-up operations in the Sargarm region 
passed through the Darreh Khan, inflicting heavy casualties on illegal 
armed groups.

POLLS SHOW LABOR-LED GOVERNMENT FAVORED OVER LIKUD 


Likud Popularity Low

{Text} Tel Aviv--As the Likud completed ite third year in office, its 
popularity nose-dived to its lowest ebb, with the Labor Alignment enjoy- 
ing an overall majority, according to the June poll of the JERUSALEM POST. 


The poll showed Labor would win 63 of the 120 Knesset seats, while the 
Likud would win only 17 seats. 


The poll, conducted by the Modi'in Ezrahi Applied Research Centre, was 
conducted among a representative sample of 1,293 adults. 


Centre director ‘Amiram Yarqoni said the Likud's decline and Labor's 
upsurge were spread equally across almost all segments of the electorate. 


The only group where there is any #\.uble support for the Likud, he said, 
was to be found among the youngest 18-21 age group (21.6 percent), com- 
pared to only 6.5 percent of the middle-aged (41-50) group showing pro- 
Likud sympathies. 


There had been a pronounced shift to Labor from what was considered the 

traditional Likud constituency. Thus, only 14.5 percent of the Oriental 
communities were now pro-Likud, compared to 32.5 percent backing Labor. 

Among Western communities, some 6.4 percent backed the Likud, while 39.4 
percent were pro-Labor. 


Blue-collar workers sympathies were more pro-Labor (34.2) than pro-Likud 
(13.9), while among white-collar occupations, political sentiments went 
along similar lines--38.7 pro-Labor, compared to 10.3 pro-Likud. 


Yarqoni, in analysing the fragmented voting for the smaller lists, said 
that only Shulamit A.oni of the Civil Rights Movement could be sure to 
be returned if elections were held now.

[Text] There continues to be great belief among the Israeli public in 
the sincerity of President al-Sadat's intentions for genuine peace with 
Israel and that the peace treaty will lead to permanent peace with Egypt. 
This is the conclusion reached by a nationwide Pori Institute public 
opinion poll conducted at the request of HA‘ARETZ. 


Some 51.1 percent of the public believes al-Sadat is sincere in his inten- 
tions for genuine peace with Israel. Some 16.8 percent do not believe he 
is sincere. In July 1979, 53.6 percent believed in al-Sadat's sincerity 
compared with 26.8 percent who did not (HA'ARETZ 8 July 1979). 


Another 23.4 percent said President al-Sadat “perhaps” wants genuine 
peace with Israel and the remaining 8.7 percent said they “did not know" 
what the Egyptian president's genuine intentions were. 


Some 54 percent believe the peace treaty with Egypt will lead to permanent 
peace with Egypt compared with 16.4 percent who do not believe this. In 
January, 53.8 percent believed the peace treaty would lead to permanent 
peace with Egypt and 19.6 percent did not. 


A total of 23.7 percent have “some faith" in the peace treaty with Egypt. 
The remaining 5.9 percent said they “did not know" what would be the 
outcome of the peace treaty with Egypt. 


A large percentage of those who believe in the peace treaty and the sin- 
cerity of President al-Sadat's intentions are people who are highly 
educated and in the high-income brackets. 

The poll covered a representative section of 1,200 men and women who were 
given personal interviews in their homes throughout the country.

POLL SHOWS PUBLIC SKEPTICAL ABOUT AUTONOMY TALKS

[Text] The Israeli public is quite skeptical with respect to the resump- 
tion of the autonomy talks between Israel and Egypt. This is the con- 
clusion of a nationwide public opinion poll conducted by the Pori Institute 
and commissioned by HA'ARETZ. 


Question: "To what extent do you believe that the autonomy talks on 
Judaea, Samaria and Gaza will ultimately lead to an agreement which will 
be acceptable both to the Arabs and to Israel?" To this, 17.1 percent 
said they "do not believe at all" and 26 percent said they "do not 
believe very much" [that the talks will lead to an agreement]. That is, 
53.1 percent of all those polled are skeptical about the outcome of the 
talks. On the other hand, 5.8 percent “believe very much" that the talks 
will have positive results and another 29.8 percent "believe slightly" 
that they will. That is, 35.6 percent believe, to one degree or another, 
that the autonomy talks will in fact ultimately bring about an agreement 
acceptable to both sides. 


The public is also skeptical about whether the establishment of the 
autonomy regime will enhance the prospects for a comprehensive Mideast 
peace. 


Question: "To what extent do you believe that the establishment of an 
autonomy regime, as agreed on at Camp David, will enhance the prospects 
for a comprehensive peace in the Middle East?" To this, 25.9 percent 
said they "do not believe this at all" and 27.5 percent said they "do not 
believe it very much." That is, 51.6 percent of all those polled are 
skeptical about the effect the establishment of the autonomy regime will 
have on the prospects for an overall peace. On the other hand, 6 percent 
"believe very much" that the establishment of the autonomy regime will 
have a positive effect on the peace, and another 31 percent believe this 
"to a certain degree." That is: 37 percent believe, to one degree or 
another, that the establishment of the autonomy regime will improve the 
prospects for a comprehensive peace in the Middle East. 








Eleven percent of those persons polled had no opinion either way on the 
subject of the autonomy.

PERES RETURNS FROM CANADA; COMMENTS ON POLITICAL ISSUES

[Text] Ben-Gurion Airport, 27 Jun Labor Party Chairman Shim'on Peres 
said today that the time has come for new elections. He was talking to 
reporters, who were waiting for him at Ben-Gurion Airport, upon his 
return from a l-day visit to Canada on a bonds campaign. Peres said: 

"I do not know whether the Knesset will vote in favor of ite dissolution 
next week; but if it does not do so next week, then it will do so the 
week after, because there is an almost total balance of forces at the 
Knesset today. However, I believe the time has come for new elections, 
because this is the feeling that prevails among the people." 


Ansvering a question regarding the Labor Party document, which was publi- 
clzed on television yesterday and which included a far-reaching proposal 
to Jordan for negotiations on a possible interim agreement between the 
two countries, Peres said that this was not a Labor Party proposal but a 
proposal worked out by several party members in anticipation of the party 
convention. This was not the first time that a man who had previously 
served as a minister in an Alignment government had proposed that Arab 
flage be hoisted over sites holy to Islam. Peres thinks there is no need 
for concessions in advance and that negotiations with Jordan should be 
conducted on the basis of UN Security Council Resolution 242. This would 
indeed be done when the Alignment returned to power. 


Peres later said that the cute in the state budget are merely on paper, 
and noted that by publishing an “achievements list" one cannot stop 
inflation and solve the housing problem, or the economic difficulties of 
large families. 


Peres added that the Labor Party is especially concerned by the way the 
Begin government is conducting the autonomy negotiations. He said the 
Labor Party believes that this path is the way to a Palestinian state. 


Peres said that during a single evening in Montreal, at a rally for

[Text] “Bringing down the current government is a national mission of 
prime importance and every initiative to bring the elections forward is 
vital,” said MK Yitzhaq Rabin, who was the guest of the ‘AL HAMISHMAR 
editorial board yesterday. 


According to him, the key to the government's downfall and holding elec- 
tions lies in the hands of the NRP. If the law for the dissolution of 
the Knesset is not passed by the end of July, he believes there is no 
chance of bringing the government down until October, which is the end 
of the Knesset's summer recess. 


Rabin had reservations about the fragmented Knesset parties and doubted 
their ability to bring down the government. In his opinion, if Weizman 
does not head the Likud list, he may head an independent list at the next 
elections. He added that he did not negate such a possible partner in an 
Alignment coalition, especially as the NRP would no longer have a decid- 
ing vote. 


Rabin stressed that anyone who made a commitment today not to establish 
a coalition with the NRP was not speaking seriously, since the matter 
depends on the number of seats the Alignment received and the other 
alternatives available to it in establishing a coalition. 


in reply to a question about the competition within the Labor Party, 
Yitzhaq Rabin said that the substance depended on who said it and no 
distinction could be drawn between the ideological and the personal 
views. He added that the public no longer trusted the verbosity of 
various people and there was a dangerous devaluation of the spoken word. 


On domestic issues, Yitzhaq Rabin said that the next government's primary 


mission would be to lower the level of inflation, bring about a signifi- 
cant drop in the commercial deficit, provide a minimum income for everyone 
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and also provide a housing solution for the young couples and new immi- 
grante and prevent unemployment. 


On political lewues Rabin said that in his view the attempt to conduct 
negotiations over a permanent solution without an interim period--on the 
eastern sector=--could lead to blowing up the peace process and even blow- 
ing up the peace treaty with Egypt. 





He also said that the solution he preferred for an interim period=-until 
the negotiations on a permanent solution--was an Ieraeli-Jordanian trustee- 
ship rule over the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, which would permit a 
broad self-rule for the Palestinians, with IDF forces’ deployment and 

the maintenance of an internal Jordanian-leraeli-Palestin! an police force. 
According to him, during that period there would also be a freeze on 

sett Lements. 


Rabin emphasized that the condition was that Resolution 242 should be 
applicable to the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. He also said that the 
Alignment was not demanding that Jordan agree to a territorial compromise, 
just as Jordan was entitled to demand a withdrawal to the 1967 borders 
and that this did not have to disturb the negotiations over peace between 
the two countries. 


On another matter Rabin said that during his term in office as prime 
minister, he had sent a personal question to President al-Sadat via 

Dr Kissinger, without the government's knowledge, about the possibility 
of a separate peace with Egypt. According to him, al-Sadat rejected the 
proposal out of hand. 


Yitzhaq Rabin analyzed the political situation in the Middle East and 
estimated that the unstable situation in the region's countries would 
continue for at least the next 15 years and the involvement of the two 
superpowers, especially that of the Soviet Union, would increase. 


Rabin attached great importance to security borders on the eastern sector 
and stressed the great danger of turning the West Bank into a potential 
springboard for the gravest possible offensive against the State of 
lerael. According to him, Syria's and Lraq's armored force was much 
greater than that of Egypt and the center of gravity of the security 
danger was moving eastward and northeastward of Israel. 


The meeting was chaired by ‘AL HAMISHMAR editor M. Gefen and Rabin's

MONEY FOR WEST BANK SETTLEMENTS SALD HIDDEN IN MINISTERIAL BUDGETS

{Text ] Not even the treasury's economists can calculate precisely how 
much the settlements in the territories in general, and in Judaea and 
Samaria in particular, have cost lerael. For example, if the Defense 
Ministry builds a road to a security installation in Samaria, and this 
road also serves a Gush Emunim settlement, is this a security or a 
settlement expenditure? Or should the outlay be divided between the two, 
and if so--how? If, for example, the Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
gives a large grant to a plant in Qiryat Arba’, is this to be considered 
an outlay for a security settlement? After all, the owner of the plant 
could have set it up in Qiryat Shemona and received the same grant. Any 
attempt to estimate the financial expenditures in Judaea and Samaria is 
to a large extent arbitrary, but even the most cautious estimates speak 
of tens of billions [of Israeli pounds) from this year's budget. And 
this in a “modest” year when there are no budgets at all for establishing 
new settlements and all the tens of billions are intended for strengthen- 
ing and expanding the existing Jewish settlements. 


The major official budgets for settlement in Judaea and Samaria are 
divided among three ministries: the budget of the [Jewish Agency's] 
Settlement Department, which is implemented through the Ministry of 
Agriculture; the Housing Ministry budget, which is earmarked for the 
construction of the “urban” settlements and the various centers in the 
West Bank; and the Defense Ministry budget, which contains large sums 
earmarked for investment in infrastructure for settlements: road sys- 
tems, sewerage, electricity, fences, water, and the like. It is virtually 
impossible to calculate these immense outlays which are, among other 
projects, devoted to financing two large road projects, and to financing 
many days of reserve duty for guard duty (at the Hadassah Building, for 
example, and at all the settlements) among other things. I do not know 
whether there is anyone in the Defense Ministry who can say with cer- 
tainty how much of the total military budget in the territories is for 
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pure security and how much ia for securing the settlements. In the past 
2 years vast sum have been allocated for the new military deployment in 
the Weat Bank, in the wake of the peace treaty with Egypt and the 
autonomy talks, 


luge amounte of money being injected into the settlements in Judaea and 
Samaria are “hidden” in the budgets of all the ministries. The Ministry 
of Religious Affaire, for example, allocates large sums for the mainte- 
nance of yeshivas and other religious academics in almost every Gush 
Emunim settlement. Would these religious inatitutions be established 
outeide the territories? It is doubtful. There are also other consid- 
erable sums of money that are allocated for services relating to the 
Jewish religion in the West Bank, and many settlere--and Arabs also--earn 
a living from them. A perusal of the Ministry of Religious Affairs' 
budget within the framework of the military government turned up the 

fact that it pays the salaries of the guards of the following Jewish holy 
sites in the West Bank: the Tombs of Joshua and Caleb in the village of 
Haris (south of Nabulus), the Tomb of Abner (Hebron) and others. 


The Ministry of [mmigrant Absorption injects considerable money into the 
settlements and to settlers who are new immigrants. There is an absorp- 
tion center in Qiryat Arba’ which I have visited several times and found 
to be almost empty. In ‘Ofra there is an ulpan. Here, too, it is diffi- 
cult to ascertain how much money the absorption budget could save if 
immigrant absorption were carried out elsewhere. This applies as well 
to the loans and grants given to a series of plants in Judaea and Samaria 
settlements, and to the allocations these settlements receive in all 
spheres of life such as medicine, social welfare and transportation. 


The Interior Ministry provides financial allocations for the Jewish local 
councils that have been formed in the West Bank. The Communications 
Ministry provided telephone hookups for over 1,000 subscribers in Qiryat 
Arba’ and in the other settlements. Many public institutions that enjoy 
state funds also divert money to settlements in the territories. It is 
clear, then, that the Jewish civilian presence in Judaea and Samaria 

costs the state a fortune, far beyond the open budgets. There is no doubt 
that these budgets, which are directed to the West Bank, adversely affect 
other settlements in Israel--and it is over this that the debate rages. 


| asked experts how much they thought the total outlay would be this year 
for settlement in the West Bank, and I received conflicting estimates-- 
all of them totaling many billions of pounds. I was also told that the 
infrastructure expenditures for the West Bank make the cost of settlement 
there far higher than the expenses entailed in a settlement with the same 
number of residents and the same number of projects in Galilee or the 
Negev. All this is well known, but it is worth bearing in mind at a time 
when the government finds it difficult to curb the raucous budget debates. 
Perhaps the economists will one day find that they can come up with more 
precise answers to the question of how much settlement in Judaea and 
Samaria really costs.

[Commentary by Yosef Tzuri'el: "A Palestinian Information Office Operating 
on Salih ad-Din Street in East Jerusalem") 


[Excerpts] The name of the place is still subject to legal dispute but 
its existence is well known to foreign journalists, foreign consulates 
and of course Arab mayors and notables in the occupied territories. 


A sign is attached to the entrance to the building on Salih ad-Din Street 
in East Jerusalem. It reads: “Interpress Service." [last two words in 
English] However, those who take the trouble to cast a glance at another 
sign attached to a window on the third floor of the same building will 
find the words: "“Falastin Press Service." [last three words in English] 


Two signs belong to the same address and give rise to questions and sur- 
prise. The office is not yet 2 years old and it has already gained 
itself the status of the center of information for events in East 
Jerusalem, the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 


The director is Raymonda al-Tawil, known for her book “House Arrest," 
for her public activity, for her involvement in demonstrations and 
protests and for her frequent tours abroad where she appears as “the 
roving ambassadress of the Palestinian people." 


Today she is in West Europe promoting the sale of her book and her East 
Jerusalem office. However, business also proceeds as usual when she is 
absent since she has a young partner called Ibrahim (Qar'in) who is 
taking care of things. 


Dozens of reports emanate from this office daily and are disseminated 
throughout the world. They all reflect the negative "Israeli presence" 
in East Jerusalem and the occupied territories. This office is visited 
daily by journalists, both foreign and local, notables and tourists who 
heard of its existence and want to know details about life in the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. 











The office's operation ie threefold. It first serves the "Interpress 
Service” news agency considered the "Third World's" news agency whose 
center ie in Rome, This agency ie not concerned with fresh news regard- 
ing the occupied territories. It ie mainly concerned with background 
material and human interest stories. It pays $2,000 per month for this 
service, 


Most of the fresh news items are transmitted to the French news agency. 
Ibrahim (Qar'in) refuses to say how much the French news agency is paying, 
but claime it is far leas than what the “Interpresse Service" news agency 
ie paying. 


Its second sphere of operation is translation. Every morning four \ ab 
youths who know English well sit down and translate the main poin: 

the reports concerning the occupied territories and published in | 

East Jerusalem papers of al-Fajr, al-Quds and al-Sha'b. 


The translated material is disseminated to dozens of subscribers the very 
same day. Among the subscribers are the U.S., Italian, French, Dutch, 
British and German consulates, the International Red Cross, the CBS 
Television Network, the Voice of America broadcasting station, LE MONDE, 
the British GUARDIAN, the LONDON TIMES, TIME magazine, NEWSWEEK, the 
WASHINGTON POST, the BALTIMORE SUN and the NEW YORK TIMES. 


The third field of activity is relatively new. For years the Israeli press 
has written on events in he occupied territories and the Arab mayors did 
not know what was written about them and about their environment. Even if 
they knew, the information that reached them was late and fragmentary. 


Raymonda al-Tawil approached them with a suggestion: She would translate 
for them the Hebrew press news in return for a relatively low price of 
about 2,000 Israeli pounds monthly. Some accepted the offer immediately. 
Others wanted to try and finally decided the investment was worthwhile. 
Today there are 40 subscribers for the news items translated for the 
Israeli press. Most of them are not public figures, but rather educated 
people who are interested to know how their problems are treated and 
reflected in the Israeli communications media. 


This is the office initiated and operated by Raymonda al-Tawil. Although 
it does not yet have a permanent name and is not defined as "a news 
agency" or “a Palestinian press bureau," it is still acting as though it 
were the news agency of the residents of the occupied territories. 


It is operating like this since the representatives of the foreign com 


munications media treat it like this. They know that whatever they 
cannot find in the government press office they can get there.

PUBLIC BELIEVES ALIGNMENT WOULD NOT HAVE FARED BETTER

[Text] Although a slight majority of the public believes the Labor Party 
is in principle ready to resume power, the majority thinks that an Align- 
ment government would not have coped more successfully with the problems 
ailing the current government. This is the conclusion of a nationwide 
public opinion poll conducted by the Pori Institute at HA'ARETZ's request. 


Forty-six percent of the people polled believe the Labor Party is ready 
to assume power; 35 percent of the people do not. However, 43.2 percent 
believe an Alignment government would not have been more successful in 
coping with the problems troubling the current government. Some 29.9 
percent of the people believe it would have been more successful. 


These are the opinions of the Likud voters, the NRP voters and those 
people who have not yet made up their minds for whom they will vote. 


Among the NRP voters, 73.1 percent are of the opinion that an Alignment 
government would not have been more successful than the Likud government. 
Nine percent of the people believe it wo. ld have been more successful. 


Among those who have not yet made up their minds 51.2 percent are of the 
opinion that an Alignment government would have fared better than the 
Likud government; some 11.9 percent of the people do not. Among the 
Likud voters, 81.8 percent subscribe to this opinion and 3.9 percent 

do not. 


A pessimistic opinion was also expressed in the poll regarding the 
chances that "a phenomenon such as the establishment of the democratic 
movement for change could recur.” About 41.5 percent believe that such 
a phenomenon could recur; 21 percent do not. Sixteen percent said that 
there “may be" such a chance and the remaining 21.5 percent said they 
“did not know."

EGYPTLAN SINAI POLICE STATIONS--Egypt will set up 18 civilian police 
supervisory stations in Sinai, in addition to the joint Egyptian-Israeli 
force operating in that region. A decision on this was taken at the 
recent meeting of the Israeli-Egyptian [Military] Committee, which took 
place in Cairo. This decision is consistent with the provisions of the 
military agreement between Israel and Egypt, although Egypt has not imple- 
mented this article until now. Heretofore, military forces of both sides-- 
carrying out, inter alia, joint observations--have operated in the buffer 
zone. The police supervisory stations will be located along the entire 
buffer zone. Each of them will be manned by 6 to 8 Egyptian policemen, 

or less than 200 policemen all told. The parties agreed that the police 
force in the buffer zone would act only to impose law and order vis-a-vis 
the Egyptian civilians in Sinai. In the buffer zone it will be subordi- 
nate to the joint Israeli-Egyptian force, and the report of the police 

in this zone will be transmitted to the Egyptian representative on the 
joint committee. It was also agreed that in the event that Israeli 
civilians should somehow find themselves in the buffer zone, the Egyptian 
police will have to hand them over immediately to the joint Egyptian-

COMPUTERS USED EXTENSIVELY IN OIL INDUSTRY

[Article by Salim ‘lea: “Advanced Electronic Devices Utilized To Support 
Our National O11 Industry; Establishment of Advanced Computer Center 
Complements Formation of National Teams; Most Intricate and Complex 
Modern Devices Operated and Run by Our Local Qualified Staff:] 


[Text] Anyone who has been keeping up with our ofl projects will notice 
quite clearly that the state's primary concern at the present time is to 
take new progressive steps in planning, implementing, completing and, 
accordingly, [in ensuring) the ideal operation of these projects so as to 
have them under productive investment [activities] as soon as possible. 


Talking about ofl in general and about oil projects in particular is a 
complicated and a lengthy matter. Its real intentions and its aspects 
imply the concerns of this important resource in which our country has 
invested nationally more than 13 years ago. Our country has taken major, 
significant eteps in this regard. 


Strengthening Our O11 Industry 


it seems that one of the most prominent aspects of making a national 
investment in our oil resources is that of concentrating on preparing the 
qualified professional and scientific national staff to lead the geo- 
physical exploration teams and to strengthen those teams with advanced 
technical devices and equipment. The question that is being raised now is 
this: How far has our country gone in strengthening our oil industry with 
experts and with equipment? Have we achieved some positive, constructive 
steps in this area? In order for our discussion to be objective and based 
on facts. let us turn to the Department of Explorations in the Syrian Oil 
Company, which is located on al-Firdaws Street in Damascus. Let us inter- 
view officials there and discuss with them the national geophysical teams. 
Let us focus on the new electronic devices which were brought to strengthen 
and to develop our national oil industry. 





Three Stages (or Geophysical Activities 


When we talk about utilizing ofl, we must refer to the subject of geophye- 
jeal activities which are now over 20 years old in our country, Foreign 
companies used to carry out these activities under contract," said Dr 
Nimr ‘Arab, assistant director of Geophysical Studies in the Department of 
Exploration, "for the purpose of exploring ofl welle in the country." 


"These activities are basically divided into three stages. The first 
etage includes field activities; the second stage involves putting the 
resulte that are obtained from the field into the computer; and the third 
and the final etage is that of interpreting the results that are produced 
by the computer. it is by means of interpreting these results that the 
areas where oil is Likely to be found can be pinpointed. These results 
are turned over to excavation eo that these welle can be explored.” 


And the National Geophysical Teams Were Established 


One notes in the course of Dr ‘Arab's conversation that because of the 
exorbitant costs of obtaining and analyzing data from the field, the 
Syrian O11 Company thought about establishing national geophysical teams 
to replace the foreign teams that have been working in the country. Due 
to the complexities of the electronic and mechanical devices and because 
having superior experience was necessary for the utilization of these 
devices, the effort to establish national teams continued for years be- 
cause a qualified national staff was not available for this intricate and 
complex work. 


Late in 1978, however, the company was able to establish two seismic 'eams 
with a high level of local expertise. These two teams replaced the toreign 
teams for which we used to pay in current world prices more than 300,000 
dollars a month per team. Of course we paid the money in hard currency. 


The Computer: a Complementary Step 


lt seems that talking about the national geophysical teams cannot be 
carried out adequately with such haste. We have elected to postpone the 
details for other articles that must be investigated in the field. Let us 
turn to the advanced electronic devices and equipment which deal with the 
work of the aforementioned teams. These devices and apparatus were 
obtained especially to complete the step of establishing the national teams. 


Because of its concern for shoring up the oil industry with advanced 
technical equipment, the Syrian O11 Company established a computer center 
late last year. This computer center actually began operations on the 7th 
of April. This date coincides with the anniversary of the establishment 
of the Socialist Arab Ba'th Party. 


Although it is being primarily established to deal with geophysical factors, 
the modern computer will be the principal nucleus for the data bank which 
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the ofl company intends to establish eo as to be in compliance with the 
recomendations of the OAPEC conferences, This data bank will at the same 
time deal with sclentific oil factors, The computer will organize the 
financial matters and accounting (activities) of the company. This is a 
principle upon which all ofl companies in the world depend, In addition, 
the computer can be used by various official agencies outside the context 
of the Ministry of Oil, 


Our Reliance on a National Stal 


The question that may be raised now is this: What is the capacity of this 
computer? How will it be operated, and under whose supervision will it 

be operated? it seems to us from the field vieit we made to the advanced 
and large computer hall that the national, technical and administrative 
staff is the backbone for operating and utilizing this computer. This 
fact in itself is positive and constructive. In order to operate and to 
utilize euch advanced computers, a qualified staff must be available. Our 
oi] company, a6 has already been noted, has succeeded in this regard, 
whereas experiments conducted by other agencies {loundered because there 
wae no national staff to conduct those experiments and because those 
agencies relied on foreign companies, which do not put out all their 
scientific capabilities, and tried in one way or another to continue de- 
pending on them without liberating themselves from them. 


Engineer Samir ‘lea, director of the Computer Center speaks about the 
capabilities of this computer and says, “The computer is first and foremost 
made up of electronic devices and apparatus that are programmed to carry 
out accounting and control operations according to need, necessity and 
circumstance. 


Memory for 128,000 Words 


Engineer Samir “‘ea adds, "By operating it for 24 consecutive hours, the 
computer can be made to process the geophysical data that result from the 
work of six seismic teams. This means that this computer can process [data 
from] a total of 1,000 linear kilometers of seismic exploration for oil in 
l month. This would save more than 150,000 dollars in hard currency per 
month from our national revenues. At present the computer has a memory of 
96,000 words, and this memory can be expanded so it can store 128,000 
words. As you see, the computer is made up of several groups of principal 
devices," went on Engineer Samir. "Chief among these devices is the central 
processing unit which analyzes the intricate and the complex operations 

and gives accurate results which are then turned over for decision-making. 


Extremely Complicated Mathematical Operation Carried Out in Seconds 


Because of the importance and the influence of the computer in analyzing 
results, an entire floor was designated for it. This floor consists of 














several room and one large hall, Here there is @ follow-up office, and it 
includes carrying cases for the magnetic tapes as well as related documents 
that are generated by the seismic teams, Beside the follow-up office 

is the keypunch office where cards are punched by means of a large type~ 
writer which types and punches the data computer cards, There are some 
rooms for engineers, for programmers and for the typewriters, The large 
hall, which is orderly and neat has been designated for the computer 
apparatus. In the large portion of thie hall is the central programming 
unit; im another area there are carriers for the magnetic tapes through 
which recorded data may be read of (new) data recorded. A rapid analysis 
unit for major mathematical problems is inetalled in a third area, "These 
mathematical problema," says the director of the center, “are solved very 
quickly. It is possible, for example, to solve in a few seconds a very 
complicated and lengthy mathematical problem which a person would solve in 
a year or more. 


Viewers and Printers 


Beside the central input unit one may see the cathode ray tube by means of 
which data can be put into che computer and, simultaneously, a technician 
operating the computer can be given instructions that are necessary. In 
another corner there is a disc device, whose function is to take and to 
store information, and then give it to the computer upon request. In 
another corner there is a printer. This is a device by means of which one 
can obtain the required designs and pictures. There is also another printer 
which prints figures, words and programs. One of its technical features is 
the fact that it is extremely rapid. It prints, as the director of the 
center said, 300 lines per minute on the average. On the other side there 
is a device for reading the computer cards; its function is confined to 
reading the data on the punched cards and giving the data to the computer. 


A 10-Ton Air Conditioning Unit 


Beside the central input unit there are devices where the final tapes of 
the results are printed. These devices consist of a computer with a 
capacity to store 32,000 words. This computer is connected to the dark 
room which has a printer than can deliver the final films after they are 
developed and processed. 


We noticed as we toured the hall that there was a central air conditioning 
unit. Engineer Samir ‘Isa dsscribed it as necessary for the work and the 
maintenance of the computer. Its capacity is 10 tons, and it provides 
constant temperature and humidity [in the hall]. The temperature is 20 
degrees centigrade, and the humidity is 45 percent. If the temperature 
rises or falls by more than 10 percent, the computer apparatus may mal- 
function because they are extermely delicate and complex. 








Local Personnel Must be Encouraged 


We have aleo noticed by talking with professionals that most of them 

are local personnel who are working tirelessly to succeed in the work with 
which they have been charged, They have achieved tangible success so far 
in operating and utilizing this advanced device. And here we see that 
material and moral incentives must be provided to those people because of 
the nature of their intricate and advanced work which is closely tied to 
the machine and requires their constant presence for long hours at work. 


A Necessary Comment 


Very briefly we can say that our ofl projecte--with regard to industry, to 
qualified personnel and to [the effort to] provide the devices and the 
apparatus to shore up this industry--have taken positive, significant 

steps under the objective plans and programs of the revolutionary government 
which drew up these plans and programs because of its persistent concern for 
the national utilization of oil in the various stages and because of the 
major aspirations it has in this field.

POSITION ON SAHARA QUESTION ANALYZED

Damascus Does Not Want To Strain Its Relations with Morocco; Palestinian 
Official Says, ‘Organization Is Not a State and Has No Right To Recognize 
Countries'"] 


[Text] "Ever since the question of the Western Sahara came into existence, 
Syria has been striving for a solution to the problem by peaceful means. 
Syrian President Hafiz al-Asad had interfered several times openly and in 
secret to prevent the outbreak of fighting between Morocco and Algeria out 
of solicitude for the unity of the Arabs; for the fact that they would not 
fight with each other; and so that the peoples of the Arab Maghreb would 
focus their attention on the primary question of the Arabs: the question 
of Palestine. But Syria's solicitude has always clashed with the policy 

of the two countries, Morocco and Algeria. This policy has been stated 
repeatedly by officials of both countries and may be summarized [as 
follows}: the question of the Sahara is a question of life and death for 
the two countries. Every time Syria would try to find a solution to the 
crisis with one of the parties, it would be turned over to a second party, 
and the second party would turn it over to a third party that was unac- 
ceptable to the first party, and so on. During its efforts to solve the 
problem, Syria was always trying to maintain its good relations with the 
two countries, especially since the Moroccan army had fought [with Syria] 
in October and Algeria had offered much to Syria." This was how a Syrian 
official summarized Syria's position on the question of the Western Sahara. 


But there was an important development when the Egyptian president visited 
Jerusalem and the Resistance and Opposition Front was formed. Algeria and 
Libya joined the front, but Morocco did not. Afterwards, Syrian-Moroccan 
relations deteriorated noticeably when Damascus was notified about the 
role played by Morocco in arranging the Egyptian president's visit to 
israel. But these relations were relaxed again especially after the 
Moroccan monarch condemned the Camp David Accords and the separate peace 
treaty. 














The parties of the Resistance Front were able to avoid the subject of the 
Sahara during the last three summit meetings in the past 2 years. But 

the Front's fourth summit, which was recently held in Tripoli, happened at 
a time when Arab differences were sharp and the role of the front was almost 
obstructed. Hence came the Syrian resolution to strengthen the front and 
to develop its activities. Each one of the parties in Tripoli had a number 
of embarrassing requests to make to his other allies. In order to avoid 
the failure of the summit, and consequently, the fall of the front, an 
agreement was reached that decisions would be made by majority vote and 
that the minority was to be bound by the decision of the majority. Some 
important decisions were thus made. Among those decisions was one that 
made it impermissible to equate the Soviet Union with the United States, a 
course which some Arab parties were advocating. A majority decision was 
also reached requiring that the Republic of the Sahara under the leadership 
of the Polisario be recognized. Morocco quickly asked Syria for clarifi- 
cations, and Syria notified Morocco that it was committed to the resolu- 
tions of the front; that the step to recognize the Sahara had merely been 
one of the resolutions of the front; and that Syria was also committed to 
its good relations with Morocco. Rabat then summoned its ambassador to 
Damascus for consultations, saying that he would return to [his post] soon 
after he succeeds in convincing his government about the soundness of the 
Syrian position. 


At the same time the Puolisario Front sent a delegation to Damascus, and 
Mr Faruq al-Shar', Syrian minister of state for foreign affairs explained 
the Syrian position to this delegation. 


AL=MUSTAQBAL asked a senior official in the Liberation Organization who 
attended the Tripoli conference a question in this regard, and he replied, 
“Algeria applied no pressure to get this decision. It was Libya that made 
the initiative, and it was supported immediately by the Yemeni president 
without any objection from Algeria. We and Syria have recognized the 
Republic of the Sahara but only in the context of the front. This is be- 
cause the Liberation Organization is not a state and does not have the 
right to recognize states. But as far as our Syrian brothers are concerned, 
they too did recognize the Republic of the Sahara in the context of 

the front only, and they have satisfied Libya and Algeria, but this does 
not signify recognition on the part of the Syrian state." 


[f officials in Syria are refusing to discuss this thorny subject, they 
are hoping that thev will be able to overcome this critical situation. It 
is known that they are not in agreement about calling this situation 
critical; and yet, priorities are priorities and difficult choices are 
difficult choices, and “what is necessary is unavoidable."

MOSLEM BROTHERHOOD ASSASSINATES COMMUNIST--The Regional Committee of the 
Syrian Communist Party in the governorate of Aleppo announced yesterday 
that a group of people from the destructive Moslem Brotherhood group had 
assassinated Comrade ‘Umar ‘Awwas (Abu Salam), the well-knowwn staff person 
and fighter. In a statement issued yesterday the Syrian Communist Party 
blamed the criminal, reactionary Israeli gangs for the crime of assassina- 
ting the late 'Awwad. The statement added that Comrade 'Awwad “had devoted 
his life to support the questions of the Syrian people and the Syrian 
working class." The statement affirmed that "Criminal and terrorist acts
